California have the opportunity to enhance the glory of the 
Southland by planting flowering plants of all kinds. 


The expositions open the first of the year.

Pasadena floral tournamcint is held, and the people of the Crown City 
are preparing as they never prepared before to make this a gigantic 
and truly gorgeous spectacle.

California, will compete for prizes. 


The planting of flowers in great profusion by everyone, is urged. 
The front yards of every home-owner should be resplendent with 
flaming poppies, petunias, geraniums. 
Home system of planting 
should be selected which will give a continuous bloom throughout the 
year. 


The county is doing its share in bpautification. 
Rose trellises 
have been installed every few hundred feet along two hundred miles 
xtt county boulevards.

The Oountry Goes Republican, 


The result of tho state elections throughout the country shows 
that the Democratic party has had its chance with the people, and 
has failed to take advantage of it. 
The majority of the states swung 
back again into the Republican party, and by large pluralities. 


Although the Republicans did not gain control of congress, which 
was perhaps too much to expect, owing to the great majority which 
the Democrats secured when Wilson went into office, they did cut 
down the majority very materially.

on the job all tho time, dtnd that the roll-call will be more in evidence 
in all balloting. 
The Democrats will probably retain a majority of 
twenty in the lower house, 


California, of course, cannot expect and will not receive any con­ 
sideration on the tariff question, inasmuch as the state failed to elect 
Republican representatives to the two houses of congress. Men and 
women voting together on masse in California do not scrutinize great 
flcoYiomie questions, but vote by sentiment. 
It will not be until Cali- 
jfomia hnn had a long period of real business depression that the 
people will turn their eyes to the real source of prosperity and vote 
for a policy, not for men, 
' 
, 


The great citrus belt gave a handsome majority for Knowland for 
United States senator, and Democrats and Republicans voted for this 
protectionist, but he was beaten through two reasons—the 'perspnal 
iwpularity. of Phelan, tho Democrat, and tho fact that northern Dcmo- 
orats and Progressives coalesced on Phclan for the express purpose 
of beating tho Rojr)ublican—anything to beat a Republican. 
The Pro­ 
gressive party, with Johnson's permission and appwval, dropped 
lleney, the Progressive candidate, and voted for Phelan. 
This means 
that when the question of the tariff comes up (if it does come up in 
tlie. n(!Xt 
two years) the congress of the United States will feel in­ 
structed to keep all Califoraia schedules at the present Democratic 
rate, or to revise them downward. 
We cannot have protection on 
California it' wo elect Democratic senators and Democratic congroas- 
jnen. 


The great mass of tin; voting people in California are not interested 
in tho tariff, and have said so at three successive congressional elec­ 
tions in the state. 
Tlie citrus bolt rolls up the largest majority against 
Republicans. 


But, there is this thing to say—that the eh-'ction was the will of 
the people. 
It was the heaviest vote ever cast in the state. 
If this 
government is founded upoji the rule of the majority, then tlio elec­ 
tion is the result of the voice of tlie people. 
The fight ends with tlio 
state in the hands of the Progresnivcs. 
But the United Staos has gone 
a long way toward swinging hi\j.:k into tlie llepubliean column, and 
two years from now the Kej)ul)li(!a»!s will ho. in shape to defeat tl;e 
Demo(!ratic national ticket. 
California, alone iH tho United States, 
retains the remnants of I'rogressivisiH. 
And in (Julifovnia Progress- 
ivism is not a party, .but a man. 


A Step Forward. 


The Argus never considered it even a reuu)te po.ssibility that 
California would be carried by tho dry contingent this year. 
This 
newspaper championed this great humanitarian cause, iind did what­ 
ever it could to swell tho number of votes for the dry amendment. 
But a practical knowlodgo of the state precluded tho possibility of 
thinking in sanguine terms of the movement. 


The Covina valley, sober, law-abiding, engaged in clean and health­ 
ful business, voted strongly for the dry amendment, as was expected. 
If the question had boon loft to citrus ranchers and their families, the 
saloon would have disappeared like magic. 
* 


But many people bliiuled themselves to certain physical reasons 
that would make it invpossiblo to curry the state dry, 
Of the ton 
states in the Union that have gone dry, none of them have large cities. 
No city in Virginia, for instance, is as large as Sa»i Diego. 
Tho states 
having large (iities are the last ones to go iyto the dry column. 
AddCdj 
to this is the fact that two great expositions were on the ove of being 
opened in the state. 
This iuilitalod against liie dry aineudmont. 


Tho philosophy which wo obtain from this el(»ction is that a splon- 
<lid work has been begun. 
At another election, possibly four ov ijix 
years from now, there will bo a greater possibility of carrying the 
state dry. 
All groat movements grow gradually. 
You must re- 
membei* that wo fought for the direct oloction of United States sen­ 
ators for thirty years before wo got it, 
Tho aiiti-slavery movement 
was nearly a half century coming to a crisis, 
Some day the United 
States will be a dry country, 
BuVat present, the olcotiotts oiv.this 
question in populous states is merely of educational value, . 


ZANGWILL'S"WAR|OD"THRILL$JlUDB

Seldom has It been the good for- 
tube of the club women and their 
friends to listen to so dramatic, in­ 
tense and animated a presentation of 


any 
subject as Rev. Dr. I, Myers gave 
last Monday afternoon In bis inter­ 
pretation of "The War God," by Israel 
Zangwill. 
Rapid In bis enunciation, 
with an overflowing torrent of thought 


and 
a remarlcably fine and discrimin­ 
ating use of English, Dr. Myers' ad­ 
dress was more than worth while. 


In introduction the speaker gave a 
vivid and mofft graphic de.scrlption of 
the 
horrors of war, piling up picture 
after picture of the curse and utter 
uselessness of war. 
Instead of the 
familiar adage, "In time of peace pre- 
puro for war," he said he was the 
author of the now well-known maxim, 
"In 
time of war, prepare fOr peace," 
and 
he felt that every thoughtful roan 
and 
woman should do all possible to 
educate toward peace and away from 
the 
war spirit, which never, in any 
history of the worldT has stopped 
war. 


Zangwiirg "War God," written three 
years ago in heroic verse, Shakes- 
vearean style, is 
wholly 
symbolic, 
and 
a protest against all war. In his 
grouping of the characters, and de­ 
velopment of the plot of the play, Dr, 
Myers showed himself a bom actor, 
changing from one strong personality 
to another with unusual 
ease and 
power. 
Especially in big interpreta­ 
tion of Count Fithioff (representing 
the 
personality and character of' the 
late Count Tolstoi) was he remarkably 
telling. The presentation of .the 
New 
Testament teachings that love shall 
finally overcome hate; that love shall 
be living and war shall be dead, was 
graphically drawn. In 'conclusion Dr. 
Myers discussed briefly the three 
ways to end war, proposed by the 


M. COMAN 
three loading characters in the play: 
first, that peace be gaiped by one 
power cdaqtiertng all the world; sec­ 
ond, 
that war be stopped by the as­ 
sassination of the leaders, and last, 
that the love and mutual interests of 
universal brotherhood is the only way 
to stop all war. 


Then in an eloquent sununing up of 
the 
most timely topic, he advocated 
arbitration, justice for all, aa the pres­ 
ent-day solution of the problem, since 
the world seemed not yet ready to be 
governed by love. An international, 
independent and unbiased court of 
justice, made up of men of unques­ 
tioned Intogrity, high 
Ideals, great 
knowledge 
and 
absolute 
honesty, 
would by just arbitration settle inter­ 
national disputes, as the courts of 
justice now settle pecsonal differences. 


The 
United States seemed to be the 
logical country to bring about peace 
and 
Ills keen characterization of the 
position and power ' of our -country 
brought quick and 
appreciative ap­ 
plause. In closing he urged the ap­ 
pointment of a« peace committee In the 
club, in order that action might be 
easily and readily taken in case of 
general.peace movement

These 
men came to CaliforaitL from a num­ 
ber of the important cities of the Mid­ 
dle West and Bast 


B. P. Brown of Minneapolis; J. P. 
Scanlpn, Chicago; F. W. Elliott, Seat­ 
tle; J. O. Cook, Boston; D. D. Black, 
New York, and H. McDonald of Fort 
Worth, were the representatives of 
the Exchange who visited 
Covina. 
These men were 
accompanied 
by 
General Manager G. Harold Powell 
and Sales Manager Dana C. King. 


Paul Shoup, president of the Pacific 
Electric, announced after two days 
taet servicG over the new LordBbtirg- 
North Pomona cutoff of the Pacific 
Electric on its San Bernardino line 
had been successful. 


As a result, twenty minutes' run 
ning time will be permanently cut off 
the schedule between 0an Bernardino 
and Los Angeles.

Nearly all the Exchanges in Southern 
California have been visited by these 
men during the last two .weeks. 


The positions held by these eastern 
and 
mlddle-westeri) 
managers 
are 
those concerning the distribution of 
oranges and lemons to points near the 
cities where they are k>cated. Thoy 
are sales managers for large frult- 
buylng territories. 


The reason for the visit at this time 
Is to stimulate a sentiment for the 
bettor packing of fruit. The sales 
mi^agers believe that the California 
fruit can successfully cpmpote with 
the.foreign fruit if the pack is made 
of an excellent quality. 
They 
are 
placing great emphasis on this point. 
They also urge that great care be 
made in the selection of grades. If 
a fancy grade is packed it should be 
absolutely up to that grade in every 
particular. They want the grades to 
be honest, and they promise that the 
fruit will be sold. 


The bad condition of the foreign 
fruit when it arrives in the United 
States is responsible for this stimula­ 
tion in Interest regarding home-grown 
fruit and its various grades. The east­ 
ern managers say that the low tariff 
is allowing the Sicilian and Italian 
fruit growers to ship great quantities 
of inferior fruit. Under the high tar­ 
iff conditions of past years it was not 
possible for the foreign fruit men to 
ship the low griTde fruit, as the tariff 
made this poor fruit a non-proHtable 
commodity. 


The point which the, Exchange Is 
trying to make is that the fruit grow- 
ors of the United States must make a 
bid for the high grades! The low 
grade fruit cannot compete with the 
foreign fruit, as it is being sold for 
very low prices. 


Manager W. M. Griswold of the 
Covina FVuit Exchange said this week 
tliat he looks to see a remarkable 
change in all fruit packing this year. 
A better pack than ever before is to 
be put out, he says. It is only through 
this method that we can compete with 
the foreign fruit.

A n Explanation 6f Their Workings and 
tho Mothod by Which th« Mystoriout 
Forco Is Conduoted From tho Ovor 
hoad WIro to tho Running Gear. 


Of all the thousands and thousands* 
of people who daily ride upon the elec­ 
tric street cars of our cities—and a 
good many millions more^thUn t w e l v e 
billions of individuals, paid a faro on 
the trolley linos of our country last 
year—only n few understand 
what 
hauls the cars uloug the mils 


It is easy enough to understand tho 
steam railroad system. 
A steam cn- 
gluermounted on wheels, is hitched to 
a nnmber of cars. 
The steam engine 
part of the locomotUo la coupled to the 
driving wheels, and when the enKlne i s 
started the wheels turn aud tho train 
moves. 


But the electric street car is quite 
another thing and vastly harder to un­ 
derstand. In a vague way the vast ma­ 
jority of people who ride know that it 
is driven by electric power whicta is 
carried in some mysterious manner on 
the trolley wires. 


Let us take a car apart. Qgurattvely 
speaking, and see Just how It is made. 
Beneath the ordinary street car yon 
will And two to four powerful electric 
motors geared directly to the axles of 
the car trucks. 


These motors differ somewhat from 
ordinary electric motors in their de­ 
sign, but tbey operate exactly the same 
as the electric motor which drives an 
office fan, the sewing. machine or the 
vacuum cleaner'in the home. 
These 
motors are very powerful and are nl> 
most completely bidden from sight in 
the trucks beneoth the car. 


The electrical energy for di^ving the 
street cars, is sent out over the trolley 
wires, l^he electrical power Is gcnerat 
ed. or made, in the central 
powoi 
house, or it may be transmitted from 
some nearby water power development 
where the energy of the falling water 
Is changed Into electricity. 
The trol­ 
ley wii'e is suspended above the street 
from poles and guy wires. 


The electricity Is kept on the trolley 
wires by suitable Insulntora, of glass, 
porcelain or composition, over 
which 
the current cannot travel. 
The olec 
trical current flows easily and smootti. 
ly along the trolley wire, like water In 
a pipe, although It cannot bo seen 
Wherever the copper 
wire 
extends 
the electrical power 
flows and is al 
wa.va ready to drive a trolley car 


Bach trolley car Is provided with a 
troil.ey./Wheel'atVtb^onil of|,the; pol^ 
which runs along'the under side of the- 
trolley 
wire. 
The electrical 
power 
from' the trolley wire 
flows 
through 
this wheel and down the trolley pole 
to a heavily insulated cable concpnied 
in the top of the car. This cable carries 
the eloctrifity to the "controller" In 
front of tho cur. 


The controller Is the Iron box which 
stands In front of the motormnn. 
At 
the top of this box are two levers 
The smaller lever la used to turn on 
and oCr tho current 
supply and the 
larger.la used to control the current, 
or to "feed" It to the motor,<« beneath 
the car In any quantity as desired. 


When the motorman turns the con 
troller handle a few notches a certain 
amount of electricity la allowed to 
flow 
from the overhead trolley 
wire 
down the pole, throii^b the cable and 
control box to tlie raptora beneath the 
cwr 
The current atarts the motors 
which In turn cause the wheels of thc- 
car to revolve, the car atart.i apd the 
motorman turns the controller handle 
further. fooilinK thp mcitora more cur 
fent. and tjie car picks up to Its rogu 
lar ruunln;; apt'od.
